HAVEN", Conn.. March 31.—A 


decision rejecting as evidence the scaled 
letter by which Win. J. Bryan was to be 
given $00,000 from the estate of the late 
P. b'. Bennett was given today by Judge 
Gagpr in the superior court when the 
hearing on Mr. Bryan's appeal from the 
decision of the probate court declining 
to admit the scaled letter to probate 
was resumed. Judge Gagcr said the let- 
ter w«s dispositive in character and 
therefore came within the statute gov- 
erning wills, which demand.-! that every 
paper that is codicil 
or testamentary 


must be attested by three witnesses. 


He holds that the admission of the 


pealed letter would override that stat- 
ute. The court said there was nothing 
descriptive in the will except this phrase 
"The sealed letter -which will be found 
with my will." therefore there is noth- 
ing whatever to identify the scaled let- 
ter, as that referred to in section 12 of 
the will, no ear mark to show that this 
was tlie letter the testator had iu mind 
when he prepared the will. .InuncdFutc- 
ly aftet"thtrn'ecf!?tim was announced At- 
torney Xewton for Mr. Bryan asked for 
»n exception to the ruling. Judge Stort- 
dard. counsel for Mrs. Bennett, suggest- 
ed that the court give a ruling on nil 
questions at once, as he thought it 
would be for the best interests of the 
litigants to get rulings on all points 
that could be fliled upon before the case 
should 
go up to the supreme court. 


Judge Gagcr then declared a recess. 


BRYAN ON THE STAND. 


When the recess ended Mr. Bryan was 


called to the stand by Attorney New- 
ton. Mr. Newton said that to make 
tbe ruling of the court clear lie. wished 
to offer in evidence exhibit "B" the scal- 
ed letter, and "C" a copy of the sealed 
letter, for identification taken-together, 
and. iu connection with these evidence 
tending to prove that neither of these 
exhibits was obtained by'fraud or mis- 
take or by undue influence; that it was 
the original desire of the testator that 
the bequest of .$50,000 should be direct- 
ly in the will; that it was at the sug- 
gestion und request of Mr. Bryan that 
the gift was made conditional; and tBat 
it was for that reason that exhibit "B" 
and exhibit "C" were made in the form 
that they were.

WAY CLEARED FOR CANAL 


Republic of Colombia Loses Case 


Against Panama Canal:C<K 


by French Decision. 


PARIS, March 31, 1:45 p. m.—The 


first civil tribunal of the Seine today.de- 
cided the case of the republic of Colom- 
bia against the Panama. Canal company 
in favor of the defendants. The decis- 
ion holds that the complaint of Colom- 
bia is not receivable and condemns the 
plainti/Fs to pay the costs of the action. 
This decision has the effect of removing 
the legal obstacles in the way of the 
transfer of the canal concession 'from 
tlie company to the Unitcd^Statcs. 
' • ' ; ' 


• The decision is a lengthy, document 
fully reviewing all- the 
early cirouin- 


stances 'of the Votrde's^itfh'' 'nn:cT'"'settSBg*'' 
forth the various acts of. the Colombian 
congress, the treaties, etc.. particularly 
articles 20, 21 and 22 of the treaty of 
March 18, 1878 whereby the company 
acquired its rights. 


"These articles," the 
decision 
says, 


"have the manifest purpose of assuring 
the full exercise of sovereignty over the 
canal, It results from what is estab- 
lished before this tribunal that Colom- 
bia is not in possession of the territory 
traversed by the canal. By coming be- 
fore a French court in order to sustain 
its rights over the canal, Colombia tac- 
tically admits its inability in itself to 
control the cnnal. It therefore follows 
naturally that it lias lost sovereignty 
over the territory traversed by the can- 
al. It also appears that this sovereign- 
ty is maintained by the new Republic of 
Panama, which is in actual possession of 
the authority and power of administra- 
tion and of police. Under such circum- 
stances it only remains for the Panama 
company to accept the actual situation 
of authority and the facts relative to the 
territory embraced by the concession. 
Therefore the action commenced by Col- 
ombia is not receivable." 


The decision concludes with the spe- 


cific recital under the French code that 
none of the claims set up by.the Colom- 
bian government are valid, that its re- 
quest to enjoin pending actions is not 
warranted, 
thut 
its plea 
for 
costs 


against the company is not justified, and 
that the entire costs of the proceedings 
ave assessed against the plaintiff.

view that there is no ground for com- 
plaint against Russia. Several of the af- 
ternoon newspapers, however, bitterly 
complain of Viceroy Alcxieff's proclama- 
tion snrl demand, that Great Britain and 
the United States shall protest against 
it. These editorials do -not represent 
any form of official opinion and there is 
no.reason to believe, that China conte.m-:

OF .MORE HOPEFUL TENOR. 


WASHINGTON, March 2!).—Minister 


Conger has cabled the. state department' 
from Pekin that the Russian authorities 
have declared martial law at 
Xew 


Chwang and formally notified all of the 
foreigners. Mr, Conger in the message 
makes no reference to the reported tak- 
ing down of foreign flags by the Rus- 
sians. The officials here assume that" if 
this has been done it simply means that 
Russia has assumed the responsibility 
for the protection of foreign property 
belonging to the belligerents and that 
no effort 'will.be made to interfere with 
the consular flags. Nor docs Mr. Con- 
ger refer to the reported notice from the, 
Russian authorities at New Chwang to 
the consuls that they may no longer ex- 
ercise consular jurisdiction and consular 
functions especially extra-territorial jur- 
isdiction. It is said that if any snch ac- 
tion has been taken it will raise a 'very 
serious question for the consuls exercise 
their power in this treaty port under 
t;eaty stipulation with a sovereign pow- 
er which is not party to the war. It is 
not recalled, moreover that it has been 
customary in time of war for a belliger- 
ent to undertake to tleprive consuls of 
their functions. 


WE WILL' GO SLOW. 


However, the state deportment is 'de- 


termined to move with the utmost cau- 
tion and deliberation in taking any ac- 
tion or lodging any protest which might 
convey the impression .that the- United 
States was injecting itself into the pres- 
ent struggle without the most pressing 
necessity. In fact it is stated that >'t is 
the intention to let matters run along 
for a while in order to allow actual ex- 
perience to determine whether American 
interests really suffer from any of the 
acts taken by tlie belligerents in Man- 
churia as a result of these various no- 
tices and proclamations.

Scores of public men ,Iiaye commented 
on tlie. change in him. It is now easy 
to see that he lias himself in hand; that 
he has studied himself; that he has 
learned to put a curb on his tongue.

When Mr. Roosevelt 
came to the 


White House he made the mistake of 
trying to do too much—a,, natural mis- 
take for one of his temperament. He 
wanted to run the whole government. 
He meddled with details which belonged 
to his subordinates, nndlind not been in 
the White House a fortnight before, as 
a member of his cabinet "said, lie had 
loaded himself with enough work to last 
him through This entire terui He. does 
not dp that1 any. more. He has learned 
to-attend to''the business which he must 
attend to and not burden his shoulders 
with other men's tasks. In those early- 
days he did. not' appear to have much no- 
tion for the'.fitness of things so far as 
the rights of subordinates were concern- 
ed. When he became interested in a 
matter he had a way of sending for men 
and papers relating to the chief of the 
department in which it lay. One mem- 
ber of his cabinet inherited from the 
McKinley regime resigned on this very 
account, and Mr. Roosevelt was very 
much surprised that this man quit. Not 
for many months did he learn the real 
reason, and when he did learn it he was 
much surprised, not that the cabinet of- 
ficer hnd resigned, but that he had him- 
self been so indifferent to the rights of 
his department chief. But he was manly 
about it. Ho said to the man who told 
him the truth: 


"You are right about 
this. I was 


wrong. I had no business to send for 
Secretary 
"s subordinates and 
do 


business over his head. It never oc- 
curred to me before. All I was after 
was results. Of course, I have the right 
to give attention to any details in the 
departments I may wish to look into, 
but I must go to the head of the depart- 
ment, not to his men. I see that plain- 
ly, o.nd I wonder that I did not see it 
before."

The member of the cftbinet who was 


quoted in the first paragraph of this dis- 
patch added: "Mr. Roosevelt is popu- 
larly supposed to be a sort of bull in 
the presidential china-shop, jamming 
ahead and down thinga in his own way, 
hit or miss, without asking anyone's ad- 
vice. Nothing .could be farther 
from 


the trutf.1. ' I have never known a man 
as careful as Mr. Roosevelt is to seek 
light on all sides of any important ques- 
tion which he mny have to decide. He 
ig BO quick of mind and of conclusion 
tlwt he often reaches on opinion before 
the '.rest of us are ready to speak. And, 
fia i& characteristic of him, he expresses 
that opinion. But if reasons are offer- 
ed 'n'hy some other conclusion should be 
adopted, llr.

Though Mr. Roosevelt dispatches a 


wonderful amount of work every day 
of his life, he has learned to ,do ft with 
ease and rapidity. He has systematized 
the routine of his work in a most admir- 
able manner.

through all his correspondence and all 
his callers without hurry or rush, and 
without falling behind- Two years ago 
the president could not keep np with his 
"work* and was always stewing and frett- 
ing because he was lagging 'behind.

The bullet struck young Griffin in the 
neck end he died within a few minutes. 
Condon escaped, but later was captured 
by officers near his own home.

BECEDIJM; OF THE HEARST BOOM. 


Later news fvom southern sections in- 


dicates the turning- back of the drift to- 
wards Hearst and the men who do things 
down there nre -rapidly recovering and 
with them the elements of minor power.

About two miles from the entrance the 
bottling-up squadron was discovered by 
the enemy.

on either side and also to that from the

these dangers, the four steamers ran in- 
to the waterway at the month of the 
harbor. One of the steamers, the Uhiyo 
Mam. anchored about linlf u chain from 
the west shore of Golden Hill, blew itself 
up and sank.

kui ilaru, passing to the left of the 
C'liiyo Marti, advanced a short distance 
and was about to como to anchor when 
she was struck by a torpedo from the 
enemy's destroyers.

Maru. blew herself up ami sank. The 
fourth steamer, the 
Yonoyama Mam, 


reached the harbor entrance and uollid- 
i.-ig against the i-tcrn of one of the ene- 
my's torpedo destroyers she managed to 
reach the middle passage by pnssing be- 
tween the Chiyo ilnru and Fukui Maru. 
Just nt that moment one of the enemy's 
' torpedoes struck 
and sunk her. Her 


momentum brought her toward the left 
shore nnd with her bow toward the left 
side slip sank sidewise. To have accom- 
lished the work so far under such groat 
disadvantages nnd dangers must be con- 
sidered a success nnd should command 
admiration.

TESTS AT THE CREAMERY. 


er Kmnes So»i* • of lli« 


; 
Ca««M 'of V»rrli« , 
. 


• Thera-ls, "hml there always will, be, 
mere or less disappointment and com- 
plaint possible from patrons about the 
test of their milk at the creamery. or 
"cheese factory. Sometimes there may 
be abundant cause for complaint, for 
bnrtennakers and eheesematere, even 
•with the best intentions, may some- 
times make mistakes, and we regret to 
say that there may be bnttermakera 
and ctiecsemakers who do not always 
have the best' intentions; 


But even under -the most favorable 


conditions tests will vary, and more 
often than otherwise, perhaps, no suffi- 
cient explanation can be given for- this 
Tarlation> A Minnesota buttermaker, 
Mr. B.-..B. Scripture of the Pleasant 
Valley creamery, writes to the Dairy 
Record on this subject as follows: 


"At the end of each; month we are 


asked many times: 'What is the matter 
with my test? 
It, is several points 


lower Allan last month.' 


•;ihey should ask themselves this, 


question: What have I done to lower 
my test? 


"I will mention a few of the things 


that will make the test vaiy. 
, "Sometimes the whole herd is excited 
by some unusual noise; or possibly the 
dog was sent after them at. milking 
time, or it may be they, came in con- 
tact with the hard side of the rallkiug 
stool. 
These things will lower your 


test every time.. 


"Treat your 'cows kindly and Induce 


them to come up at milking time of, 
their own free will. It is -a good plan 
to give them a handful of feed each 
time they come in the barn. They will 
soon learn that yeu are their friend, 
ond they will pay you well for your 
extra trouble. 


"Sometimes we forget when we "are in. 


a hurry that the last part of the milk 
is the richest in butter fat 
It also has 


a tendency- to dry your cows up when 
not milked dry. Milk regularly^ feed 
and water as near the same time -each 
day BS possible,- keep your cows com- 
fortable eyery day in the year.' All 
these tilings will increase the flow of 
milk and have a -tendency to raise your 
test 


''Sometimes we haul milk to the fac- 


tory Jn large cans', and to prevent the 
milk from slapping out B cloth Is used 
between the cans and milk, and by 
the time it reaches the factory the 
cloth is saturated with cream. 


"During warm weather and when 


the roads are rough the cans that are 
not full are so badly churned when 
they reach the factory it is impossible 
to get a fair sample of the niilfe. Al- 
ways fill your cans full. In the win- 
ter some of us forget to cover our cans 
and find when we reach the factory 
that the cream'' Is frozen Into the bot- 
toms of the covers. 
We pour in the 


remainder of the milk ;:and then ask 
the buttennaker, *What makes my test 
drop off so suddenly?" 
. "The last point that I- -win mention, 
but not least, and possibly some, of -us 
never thought about it, Is part of 'the 
year we may. be milking cows that are 
very poor testers, and the rest of the 
year -the majority of them may bo ex- 
tra good cows and still give a good 
flow of milk."
